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AFFAIRS IN BURMA, 
‘Pie telegrams we have lately published 
about the state of affairs in Burma 
exceedingly interesting and graphic. 
It is easy to believe in the utter de- 
moralisation of trade and the universal 
panié and loss of sectirity which 
to have followed upon the i 
message of the King aud bis Miuisters 
to Mr. Bernard. ‘That suicidal step on 
their part seems to have been adopted 
in w moment of desperation, mhon they 
wore “mad with rage,” as the telegram 
says, at discovering the, to them, omin- 
ous relations which existed between the 
Chief Commissionor and M, Haas. 
Aud certainly, there was enough to 














frighten them in the intimation of M, | i 


Hans to the Chief Commissioner, and 
quoted by tho latter, that “ France bas 
no interests in Upper Burma to clash 
with British action,” coupled with the 
recommendation that Theebaw should 
be deposed. Every Barmese must 
have felt that the orisis had come at 
Inst, and that it was to be war to the 
knife with England, ‘The orisis, to the 
Barmeeo people, means, the dawn of 
their deliverance from the thraldom of 
a bloodthirsty aud perfidious savage; 
but in Burma ss in other couutries 
there is a War Party, and the head of 
it is a Prinoe closely related to the 
King, known as the ‘Tincdah Woon. 
It is not surprising to find that, no 
sooner had the desperate condition of 
affairs become known, than a popalar 
panic ensued, aud every man was pre- 
pared for the worst that coald happen.

all foreigners directly British troops 
crossed the froutier: excitement becams 
goueral, and tho position of affairs justi- 
fied the very gravest alarm. The arro- 
ganoe and oruelty of the Tinedah Woon 
were encouraged by the apparent in- 
action of the British, aud this had the 
nob nunata 
contagion and inspiring confidence in his 
cause, Two days ouly passed, however, 
bofore it was anuoanced that General 
‘Prondorgast had beou appointed to the 
chief command of an expedition, and 
the fact was hailed with satisfaction in 
Rangoon: while, two days after that, 
we read that the Burmese envoy ad 
an interview with the British ambassa- 
dor in Paris, at which be gave ass 
ances that it was Theebaw’s wish to 
cultivate friendly relations with Eng- 
laud, ‘This must have been profoundly 
gratifying to the British ambassador, 
and her Majesty’s Government ought 
to feel proud. Apparontly, however, 
the advisers of the Queen have shown 
a certain iusensibility to the bouour 
conferred upon them, for the embarca- 
tion of the expedition to Burma was 
promptly proceeded with, aud the 11th 
November appointed as the day on 
which the troops. would oross the 
froutier anless the King were brought 
ot terms in the meanwhile. This, 



































as wo know, was not effected: his 
Mojesty’s desire to cultivate friend. 
dy relations with Bugland not being 
sufficiently intense to counteract his 
other numerous idiosyncrasies or to 
prevail against the abounding ardour 
of the Tiuedah Woon.

THE HERODOTUS OF CHINA. 
Hexoporus lived till he was about 
eighty years old, and his history reaobes 
down to about B.C, 408, He was the 
frst of Ube great Greek historiatis, aud 
it was he that set the example to a host 
of successors of a large and continuous 
prose work, The main object of the 
author was to relate the ati 
Greeks and Persians. Hi 
with his country and bi 
for the bold defence of their rea 
which the Greeks made, shine clearly 
out in hie tative. So also does bis 
roligious faith in a divine moral govern. 
ment of the world, which shews 
very pl Ho liad a simple, fowing 
style, whi ike Homer iu prose, 
and 
views of the historian’s sphere of ene 
qniry were very wide and comprehen 
sive, Perhaps if he had lived later he 
would bave been less iu love with simple 
nature, and more logical and complex 
in bis style. Such is the man who bas 
been rightly called the Father of His- 
tory: Iu Chins Ssii-ma Ch‘ieu Las been 
distinguished as the foander of a great 
school of history. He has been followed 
by about twenty writers, who have taken 
him as their pattern aud have monlded 
the daily obrouioles of passing evouts 
into a shape suited to appear in a book. 
Bat before-his time, in the school 
founded by Confacius, there appeared a 
man of remarkable powers, Tso Chin- 
miog, who with fluent pen expanded 
the history left by his Master into so 
perfect & form that bis book has become 
& model of style and 9 favourite olassio 
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to every goneration of Ohinese students. 
The question may be raised which. of 
these two mon is the Herodotus af China. 

‘The Chinese notion of history cer- 
tainly owes much to Seii-ma Ch'ien. It 
is looked ou as a collection of separate 
memoirs, each complete in itself. Firat 
come the biographies of the Emperors, 
embracing twelve chapters, Chrono. 
logical tables of the succession of dyuns- 
ties aud feudal princes are given iu ten 
obapters, . The eight chapters which 
follow these are upon ceremonies, 









music, measures, the calendar, sstro- 
logy, snorifices, onnals aud rivers, aud 
commerce. Memoirs of feudal families 


follow to the uamber of thirty. Thou 
como lives of celebrated men, and ac- 
counts of foreign countries, At the end 
of ench memoir the author passes judg- 
mont on the subject of it, He is fond 
of ‘Taoist stories, and has ever since 
the Han dynasty been praised for his 
atylo aud blamed for his love of Taoism, 
Ho bins gaiued bis great repatation by 

i i zeal in colleot~ 









hie success in 
mothod which bas been in use ever 
since, But Herodotus has also been 
followed by later historiaus, who have 
generally adopted the principle of con- 
tinuous narrative. Herodotus was a 
grent lover of Homer, whose two poem: 
aro epio narratives or histories divided 
each into twenty-four equal portions.
